"input-output device." The claimed "address logic circuity" corresponds to circuitry including "control logic" 426 and circuitry for 
comparing within write reguest logic 438.454. The claimed "ownership pre-fetch circuitry" corresponds to circuitry inlcuding bus 
snooping logic 432 and control logic 464. A reguest for ownership of data will be processed in the SLC or TLC (via bus 
snooping logic) unless the read reguest address is the same as a write reguest address. That is. the write is performed before 
the read. 

With regard to claim 27. applicant must reconsider the "machine-readable medium language" set forth in the specification as electrical
